sell to individu als for 89 4.80 per 
case of 12 fifths. That figu res 
ou t to $7.9 0 a bottle. 
Permit holders can place spec­ 
ial orders for the China decant­ 
ers at $82.9 0 per case, Cook 
added. 
He said Ohio has 1,650 cases 
in stores and warehou ses, bu t 
that none wou ld be sold ex cept 
on special order. 
“ We see no reasonable ex cu se 
for denying people w'ho want 
this item the opportu nity of bu y­ 
ing it,” Cook said in a prepared 
statement at a news conference 
in the governor’s office. “ All 
they need do is go to a state 
store, fill ou t a special order, 
pay a deposit and await delivery 
at the sto rt ”

The Republican convention of 
19 68 may turn on the simple 
question of whether a majority 
of the deleg ates reg ard Michi­ 
g an as an eastern or a western 
state. 
This, of course, Is just anoth­ 
er way of say ing that Michi­ 
g an’s 
Republican 
Governor, 
Georg e Romney , is still some­ 
thing of a mistery as he con­ 
tends with Richard Nixon for the 
front-running position. A “lon­ 
er’ ’in the automobile business 
when he was head of American 
Motors, Romney did not hesitate 
to ang er the hig h brass in Gen­ 
eral Motors, who thoug ht he was 
breaking the rules of the “club” 
when he beg an knocking the 
GM product as “g as - g uzzling 
dinosaurs.” General Motors is 
not necessarily an “eastern” 
concern, but when Romney was 
disputing the excellence of the 
GM cars the big Detroit com 
pany was g enerally thoug ht of 
as eastern because of its finan 
cial links (recently relinquished) 
to the Du Ponts of Delaware. 
Mr. Romney further annoy ed 
General Motors by remarking 
that it should be broken up into 
its constituent companies in or­ 
der to preserve automotive com 
petition. 
The 
trust-busting 
Romney 
had a flavor that would have 
appealed to old-time Prog res 
sive Republicans such as Borah 
of Idaho, the various La Fol 
lettes of Wisconsin, and Hiram 
Johnson of California. But re 
cently Romney , possibly with­ 
out his complicity , was certi 
fied by Governor Nelson Rocke­ 
feller of New York as an “east 
em choice” for the party ’ 
Presidential nomination in 1968 
True enoug h. Rockefeller spoke 
about a possible top ticket which 


would include Senator Javits of 
New York, leaving it up to his 
isteners to decide whether it 
should be a Romney -Javits tick 
et, or vice versa. In any case, 
Rockefeller did no service to 
Romney by g iving him an “east­ 
ern” cachet. 
At a recent 
annual dinner 
meeting of Young Americans 
for Freedom 
in 
Washing ton, 
Barry Goldwater told a few 
hundred enthusiastic conserva­ 
tives that no “liberal” stood a 
chance of being nominated by 
the Republicans in 1968. W h a t 
he really should have said is 
that the choice will g o to a can­ 
didate acceptable to the West 
and to the South. The Goldwater 
revolt in the Republican Party 
very probably has failed in its 
main intention of establishing a 
permanent conservative major­ 
ity base at the g rassroots. But 
it did succeed in its secondary 
aim of shifting the balance of 
party power to the West and the 
South. This balance, so Georg e 
Abbott, the chairman of the Ne­ 
vada Republican Party , told a 
Denver conference of the Re­ 
publican Governors’ Associa­ 
tion last month, “is not moving 
back.” 
No candidate for the Presi­ 
dential nomination, then, can 
very well afford to g o into the 
19 68 Republican convention as 
an “easterner.” Nixon’s 
g reat 
streng th at the moment is that 
he is still reg arded as a nation­ 
al 
fig ure 
whose 
orig ins and 
prag matic quality make h i m 
acceptable to local Republicans 
in the South and the West. The

But as a 
researcher concerned primarily 
w.tl. inducing tum or, in insects 
and isolating any nucleic acids 
they produce, he doesn't have 
too much time for it He hopes 
lo find out what the?* acids are 
and whether they’re possibly a 
virus, a finding other research­ 


ers might be able to use in can­ 
cer rseearch. 
He considers research on hu­ 
m an use of insects as a protein 
source a necessity. 
‘‘Some say that if the popula­ 
tion increase continues at its 
present rate we have at best 50 
to OO years of steak and then we 
will have to turn vegetarian or 
find other sources 
of animal 
protein. Insects constitute one of 
the Ik*st remaining resources of 
animal protein in the world.
